Pursuant to COMAR 10.09.04.06A(2), preauthorization is required for services rendered
in any thirty day period for which the provider anticipates interim payments in excess of the
Medicaid average nursing facility rate. Effective July 1, 2000, the rate is raised from
$3,686.70 to $4,012.20. All other preauthorization procedures remain the same.
